Carefully guarded, a second 
docu­ 
ment was produced from D. C. Ste­ 
phenson's little black box 
today 
and turned over to Proseeutor Wil­ 
liam H. Remy, in charge of the of­ 
ficial inquiry into alleged 
Indiana 
political corruption. 
The first paper yielded by the box 
in which Stephenson kept the 
pri­ 
vate political documents he accum­ 
ulated during bis reign as 
grand 
dragon of the Ku Klux Klan, 
was 
the check reproduced by the India­ 
napolis Times today, purporting to 
be a payment from Stephenson to 
Gov. Ed Jackson. 
The nature of the second was not 
disclosed, but Lloyd 0. TIill, attorn­ 
ey for Stephenson, before entering 
a conference with the 
prosecutor 
said bis visit was for the purpose of 
giving it to Remy.

The 
Indianapolis Times printed today a 
copyrighted story saying that P. C. 
Stephenson's “ little black box 
bad 
vielded the first concrete 
informa­ 
tion in the Indiana political inves­ 
tigation, now ten months old. 
It is, the Times said, a cancelled 
check for $2,500, dated Sept. 
12, 
1023, drawn to the 
order of 
Ed 
Jackson, now governor of Indiana, 
and signed by Stephenson. A note 
attached to the check 
when 
it 
reached the Times from Lloyd O. 
Hill, attorney for Stephenson, said 
“ this check is the first one-fourth 
of ten thousand dollars given Jack­ 
son personally 
for 
primary 
ex­ 
penses." The note, the Times 
ex­ 
plains, was in Stephenson’s hand­ 
writing. 
No contribution of $10,000 from 
H. C. Stephenson was listed on the 
campaign expenditure sheet filed by 
Governor Jackson. The law 
pro­ 
vides that all expenditures and re­ 
ceipts must be detailed and the al­ 
leged irregularity on Jackson s part 
lie's in the fact that the Stephenson 
$10,0000 did nat appear on

Stephenson at that time was the 
grand dragon of the Ku Klux Klan 
of Indiana. In 1325, two years lat­ 
er, he had been divested of 
the 
royal purple of klan leadership and 
was clothed in the stripes of a con­ 
vict in the state prison at Michigan 
City. 
Stephenson was sentenced to life 
imprisonment after conviction on a 
charge of murdering Miss' Madge 
Oberholtder. She died at her home in 
Indianapolis after taking 
poison 
during a trip with Stephenson 
to 
northern Indiana. On her death bed 
she had made a statement accusing 
the klan chief of attacking her and 
saying she swallowed 
poison 
to 
avoid disgrace. The murder charge 
was based on the allegation that he 
had refused her medical attention. 
As a prisoner, Stephenson main­ 
tained silence of ten months. Less 
than a year ago, 
in 
September, 
1926, he managed to smuggle a let­ 
ter out of the prison, accusing men 
he believed his friends oi causing 
his downfall. 
This letter contained other charg­ 
es, 
4l,eelariiJ# that thjp klan 
had 
made Indiana a feudal state, 
and 
asserting high state and municipal 
officers were in vassals. 
A committee of members of 
the 
Indiana Republican Editorial Asso­ 
ciation, appointed to investigate ru­ 
mors of corruption that had 
been 
current since the 1924 state elee- 
ton, received the letter. Thomas II. 
Adams, Vincennes editor, made the 
letter public through the Times. 
Two grand 
jury 
investigations, 
one featured by the refusal of Ste­ 
phenson to testify, ended in failure. 
The second was discharged because 
a bribe was offered one of its mem­ 
bers.

O’Higgins, the government’s vice- 
president and Minister

and of internal affairs. 
Regarding the situation as a cris­ 
is, President William T. Cosgrave 
called 
a meeting 
of the 
cabinet 
last night. After the meeting Cos­ 
grave issued a statement assuring 
Ireland that the 
assassins’ 
bullets 
would not succeed in terrorizing the 
country. 
The 
situation, 
however, 
may develop beyond his or his gov­ 
ernment’s control, it was feared. 
Although no 
arrests 
had 
been 
made, 
police reported 
they 
be­ 
lieved they had full descriptions of 
the three men who fired eight shots 
into O’Higgins’ body. 
The official account of the assina- 
tion said five men participated. Two, 
acting as scouts, signalled the ap­ 
proach of 
O’Higgins. 
The 
other 
three, in automobiles, did the shoot- 
ing. 
Unaccompanied, O’Higgins left his 
home in Blackrock fashionable sea­ 
side suburb five miles from Dublin, 
to attend 12 o’clock mass. As 
he 
entered Sans Souei A\enue, an au­ 
tomobile approached him. The occu­ 
pants opened fire when O’Higgins 
reached a dark spot overhung with 
trees. 
After the first 
shot, 
O’Higgins 
staggered across the road and fell. 
The 
assailants 
fired seven more 
shots, then sped away. 
Bleeding from eight wounds, O’­ 
Higgins wrote out his will as he lay 
on the roadside. A casual passerby 
witnessed it and called 
an ambul­ 
ance. 
O’Higgins retained consciousness 
as he was driven to his home and 
for several hours thereafter. Presi­ 
dent Cosgrave and members of the 
cabinet were summoned and arrived 
while O’Higgins was still conscious. 
O’Higgins described his assailants 
to President Cosgrave and members 
of the cabinet and shortly before he 
lost consciousness he whispered sev­ 
eral times, “ I forgive them." 
He became unconscious about 4:- 
30 p. m., and died half an hour later. 
O’Higgins was only 35 years old

ahead. 
The driver approaching or coming 
from behind lias 110 time to adapt 
lus i ciions to the sudden decision 
of the driver just ahead, and in a 
nusli the accident occurs. 
11" automobile drivers could carry 
home this same advice and endeav­ 
or to practice it, much oi tne use­ 
less and almost criminal waste 
of 
life could be avoided. The Monday 
list of dead and injured could be 
m aterially reduced, if not entirely 
eliminated. 
Safety 011 the roads, in the

analysis, is in 
the hands of 
the 
people 
who 
drive 
automobiles. 
There are enough 
laws now

More stringent safety laws would 
have very little effect.

Owen is among those who favor 
making it harder to buy high offices 
rather than easier.

Reactionaries at Work 
“Reactionary elements are try­ 
ing to take away power from the 
people,” Owen said. 
“The best 
evidence of the way they work and 
what they are after was the ex­ 
penditure of hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars in a primary by 


the president of the manufaciur- 
ers’ association in Pennsylvania. 
“In nearly a hundred cases of 
predatory monopoly whose evil 
practices w’ore reported by

country or not? 
“We are not likely to have a 
dictatorship in this country, as 
Dawes and others suggest.
